3. Hlldegard had a atep-brother and a brother of hor ste p-noth er also In 
the USSR. Both iforo accused of TrotekylSB and arrested by the HKVB In 1937. Ih 
1944 idle was suananad ^ the NKVB. 3m was reslnddd of the " k i n dness" ehomi her 
in the diildren*8 hoc®, of the shadoir hanging over her from her stepbrother* a 
arrest, etc.j and than it was suggested that ahe could take care of the /riiols 
situation by uxKJertaklr^ a Job for the IBCVD. 3he only alternative left her was 
to be sent to Siberia. She accepted and reported to a doctor^ representative of 
the NKVD, in Hoseow at the beglzmlng of July 1944« Par f?.ve months ahe rocrtved 
radio trfdLning In a private house in Uosoow. IXoing this period she was a l l^ jaNd^ ^ 
no con^ACte except with the doctor, her radio Instructor and the wooan who brought 
her food. Upon ihe ocaplaticn of that training she was taken to an air force base 
for theoretical instruction In parachute jumps. She made on trial Juiup from a 
balloon at an altitude of 300 xaeters with fifty other students. Folltwrlng that 
she x^eived a threo day course in enciphering. Instructions in security regula- 
tions concerning her radio and training.

5p In addition to tbs abore dooozents^ Hildegard eaa aboen a dixectary 
of the dity of Vienna in which a Hndolf ilAiiTMAKN vws Hated. Hia Bddreee, she 
recalled^ was Maxmbartgaaee U. She was also Instructed to vorlte down the 
addresses and naass of other people living in the sane building so that in case of 
arrest by the Geivan police she could use this inforEnticm as corroborative testl-* 
Kony. She recalled foHowijag uaoes: NEMEZKT^ fnUEKtOCIiTj FHISCIIKO, HACKSI- 

BERG, BECK, HOSOPF. 

6 . two days before Hlldegard left Uoscow her radio teacher and two other 
KK7D officials arranged a so-called farewell party at idilch she was introdooed 
to the other two neihers of her teas:, Eduard KUUi^j captain of the teas, and 
oos FEKDIKAND. Both of the latter were Austrians, had fought in Spain with the 
Coanaunist forces, wet^ prisoners in France and later sent to the USSR as exchange 
P/fTs. During the course of the evening, the targets for the lean wore stated as 
follows; 

a. To collect informatlan about the so-called '^Sixth Colmm” • 
b« To confirm or assure Industrial sabotage within Austria, 
c. To rr t new laws and regulatloos. 

The "Sixth Colunn'’ > ,.9 said to be a newly organized and Illegal group within the 
Kazl Party inclndii^ in really loyal adherents of the Party and EXTIllR, which, 
in case of occupation ty the Soviets or r>'estem Powers, wou^ work clandestinely 
to affect a coic>^*etat for the liatlonal Socialists. Hlldegard* s tean was to 
identdiy the leaders of the group in order that they could be esscuted idnn the 
Soviets occvjpied Austria* Hlldegard was also ordered to transmit information on 
the above targets to Mcsccnr at her prescribed eondix^ hours* 

7* Hlldegard * 3 tear was not to be parachuted into Austria but to cross the 
border Illegally. Consequently they were taken by plane to a partisan airfield 
at Zvulen (Altsobl, Slovakia) and by car to a zieaxvby village where they Joined 
a partisan group. The staff of the group consisted of the following; 

a* Colonel Victor ALEXANDROVICH, an alias, real name unknown: 

Ukrainian, colonel in the abent 170-172 cm. tall, thick- 

set, ca. 32 «- 3 ^ yrs* of age, stxaigbi* bl^ hair, coab ed back, 
light eyes, Tr^re dark blue winter uniform of the KKVD. No 
idantii^dng marks. His mistress, lAIA, was also with the gzxnip* 

b. Major Jeflm AI3IANDI:0\*'ICH: Jewish, Major in the NK7D, ca. 

30 yrs* old, approximately 1*66 cm tall, very fat, black curly 
hair, small mustache, wore dark blue uniform and light yuUov 
boots* On his upper lip below the nose was an open wound which 
apparently was not healing* 
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o* Jtejor, HUi Ukrainian extractioaj ca« 27-30 yrs* of age, 

16? C8U tall, iiell built, dark blood hair, 'mm civil Ian 
clotbBS oansisting of dark bluo suit and black boota* 

d, Slovak, NUi Ca. l30 cou tall, very beavy-aet, dark blood, 
subtly wavy hair, grey eyes, szoall mstacbe, limped 
favoring rl^t leg, vore Soviet militaxy, dark bine blouse, 
knee-length stooki^s of dark blue and black boots* Apparent- 
ly ooeqpied a high position* 

In additioo to the above there eexe about eight other officers, five radio 
operatojv in the group* Ibe radio operators sere four wan and one sooen, all 
Eusaliins* The nedical staff sas congx> 0 ed of one doctor and four noreea* Itajr 
sere sell amed and had several airplanes at their disposal* 

8* Hilxlegard’s teaai noved froci group to group of the partisans sorking 
their say tom^ the Waag river* A leader of another group sas the Jeslsh 
captain Vladialr IVAHCMOVICH. During this period HUdegard conamloated with 
llosoov an no mcl n g her team's arrival at various partisan caqpe and receiving 
instructions* Hbacos forbad the partisan groups to coimanlcate with each other, 
all ooDBimieation bad to be through Uoscoir* At the crossirig of the TIaag zivar 
the team encountered fighting and UUdegard's tso Austrian coupanlons rma asay* 
She could not. folios them and after sandering around for several days sas picked 
up by a CerBA scouting unit* 

9m Hildegard stated that during the crossing of Waag the battariea foa^ 
her radio eat sere loot and that she had not been in conounicatlon slth Koecom 
since then* She also claimed that she sas not given any names or addresses in 
Vienna but the team had been instructed to develop tboir osn ccntacts among the 
population by using former friends and relatives*
